Again, after his late return from Kailua, the 
Minister of the Interior and Myself. the Attorney General 
also being wuddeht advised him with every argument That 
we could command, and appealed to him to make an appoint- 


ment. I stated to 
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him repeatedly that whenever he desired to name his 
successor it would it would be the duty of his Ministers 
to summon the Nobles without delay and that I would make 
it my special business to attend to it. I now say for 
myself and am also SER N to state on behalf of my 
colleagues, that His Majesty never said to me, or to 
either of them, that he was ready to make an-appointment 
and wished to have the Nobles Summond nor did he ever name 
to me, or to either of them any person whome he wished to 
appoint. His right to make an appointment and the method 
WA clearly explained to him, and perfectly understood by 
him, and he Knew that when he was ready to make an Ba 
ment the Nobles would be called aná the name submitted to 
them.
